These men as they bowl along over 


the road are in many respects in great- 
er and more constant peril than tne 
men in the cab, with less chance to 
use every means to its appointed end 
in averting disaster.

ELECTRIC LIGHTS IN TOMBS 


Heeeni Discoveries la Egypt Illumi- 


nated, by Modem Inventions. 


Recent discoveries at Thebes, in 


Egypt, have enormously enhanced, the 
interest of the remains of that ancient 
city, says a London cable dispatch to 
the Chicago Inter Ocean. 


Mr. Howard Carter, inspector of an- 


tiquities at Luxor, has within the last 
few weeks installed the electric light in 
a number of the royal tombs in the 
Valley of the Kings. It is now possi- 
ble to thoroughly view these magnifi- 
cently decorated mausoleums, previous- 
ly only d'imly seen by the light of a 
guttering candle or the transient flash 
of magnesium wire. 


One tomb, and only one. has ever 


been discovered with the mummy of 
the royal occupant stiil in place, and 
with commendable good taste the body 
has been left undisturbed where it was 


| plnced over 3,000 years ago. This is 


the mummy of King Amonosis IL, 
whose tomb was opened by M. Loiret 
only three years ago. In an adjoining 
chamber lie the mummies of a man, a 
woman and a child. These last are be- 
lieved by some to have been executed 
in order to accompany their royal mas- 
ter to another world. Nothing can ex- 
ceed the dramatic effect when the elec- 
tric light floods the tomb and discloses 
these grim relics of an almost prehis- 
toric civilization. 


The mummy of the pharaoh of the 


exodus, also discovered within the last 
three years, is now at Cairo, waiting to 
be unrolled. Severn 1 religious societies 
.have demanded that they be permitted 
to send a representative to be present. 
as they do not believe that a body will 
be found and are firmly convinced that 
Biblical traditions as to this king's 
drowning in the lieu sea will thus be 
confirmed.

Kiilc of five minutes the young mai 
was released from the wires and car 
lied to Mm ground, and the curren 
was again turned on. 


It is an unusual thing for any elee 


tiic light company to pull the mail 
cwitch at night, which of course, puts 
the entire city out of current and in 
darkness. 
In this case, however, 


was absolutely necessary to turn oft 
the current in oruer to release 'the 
young man, or otherwise he 
would 


have been slowly roasted to 
death. 


The young -man is able to ba out to- 


day, 
although somewhat the worse foi 


his experience. This should be & warn- 
ing to persons climbing into the high 
current lines through trees or otlier- 
wise. as there is every possibility of 
inctant death by coming in contact 
with the current.

VAST BUFFALO TRUST, 


Pawnee Bill's Plans For Sav- 


ing the Bison. 


TO BE HEEDED ON WISCONSIN PAEM 


All the Wild OIICH of the World Said 


to Have llecu Corralled—Markvtn 
Will De Slll>l>Ii«-.l With Mvnl of Uu- 
Pruirle Monarch* at Funcy I'rlce«, 
an There In a l.arte Demand. 
Major Gordon Wj Lillie, president of 


the Arkansas Valley National bank at 
I'awnee, O. T., who is known through- 
out the west as "1'awnee Bill," bus 
bought a tract of ~MO acres of land just 
west of Kenoslm, Wis. In the early 
spring lie will take to that city the lirst 
herd of wild buffalo ever brought east 
of the Mississippi river, says the St 
Louis Post-Dispatch. 


Incidentally Major Lillie will teach 


the people of the middle west some 
new things in regard to the organiza- 
tion of trusts and combines in the live 
stock world. A million dollar buffalo 
trust is one of the oddest combinations 
of capital ever formed in this time of 
combination, but Major Lillie, through 
the aid of Lloyd F. Nicodemus. has 
managed to bring about such a com- 
bination, and his trust is so securely 
formed that the statistics of the gov- 
ernment show that the trust has cor- 
ralied every wild buffalo in the U.nited 
States' and Canada and in fact the en- 
tire world. 


The monarch of the plains has served 


his time in his original state, and in the 
future it is the purpose of Major Lillie 
to force this great herd of buffalo to as- 
sist in furnishing the meat supply for 
great cities like Chicago and New 
York. 


Major Lillie is one of the great*be- 


lievers in the west. lie lias made and 
lost half a dozen fortunes among the 
western wilds and is one of the few 
men -who are loath to see the disap- 
pearance of the features that have 
made the western part of the country 
famous as the home of the Indian and 
the cowboy. To hand this picture of 
early America down to posterity Major 
Lillie has arranged to transport to the 
cast a portion of the people who have 
made this life possible, and they will 
be settled on the large farm along with 
the buffalo. 


The Indians who were formerly scat- 


tered over the plains and mountains 
are fast disappearing. The buffalo has 
disappeared, the cowboy with his big 
hat and leather trappings is nothing 
more than a common herder of cattle 
and the trapper who dealt in the pelts 
of the denizens of that western border 
is only a tradition. Major Lillie grew 
up in this scene, and it is his purpose 
to preserve ti little of the primeval life 
and hand down to other generations 
one isolated colony of the representa- 
tives of the forgotten past.

For twenty-five year? tlie frnil suc- 


cessor of St. Peter, Pope Leo XIII., 
who has just celebrated the twenty- 
fifth anniversary of his coronation, has 
been a voluntary prisoner in the Vati- 
can, a palace of 11,000 rooms, says 
James Creelinan in tlie New York 
World. In all that time he has not 
once set his feet in the streets of his 
ancient capital, and yet even in Italian 
law he is a king. When bis predeces- 
sor, Pius IX., surrendered Rome to the 
troops of Victor Emanuel more than 
thirty years ago, it was guaranteed that 
the pope should always have the status 
of a visiting sovereign and that he 
should have exterritorially tue Vatican 
and its gardens, the palace of the chan- 
cellery, the four great basilicas—St. Pe- 
ter's, St. John of the Lateran, St. Mary 
the Great and SL I'a-al's, outside the 
walls—besides the Cathedral of Moiizn., 
which holds the iron crown of Loiu- 
bardy. 


It was also agreed that the Italian 


conquerors should pay something like 
a million dollars a year for tbe mainte- 
nance of tbe poutifk-al court.

He asserts that with the 
same machine he can go to 1'hiladel 
phia at a uniform speed of ton miles 
an hour, climb hills as sleep as anj 
other automobile, stop there just long 
enough to replenish the electrolyte h 
his cells and return to New York at the 
same rate. The cost, he declares, wili 
be 7o cents each way. 


At a recent private exhibition, in ad- 


dition to the automobile, he, with foui 
cell', maintained thirty small electric 
lights as long as he wished. One cell 
weighing loss than seven pounds oper- 
ated by a clockwork arrangement he 
asserted would be an ideal sparker for 
tbe largest gasoline automobile made 
and would run six hours without re- 
plenishing.

Stripped of technicalities, tbe law-

It is this short 
ived power that I use. In each cell tbe 
arbon disks are cogged, and they fit 
nto cogwheels at the top of tbe cell, 
n a chain of cells the cogwheels are 
oined by a rod. When the current is 
rst turned on. there is power enough 
o turn the wheels of the motor for 
everal seconds. This of course turns 
he cogwheels, which produce the sus- 
lined power. The force of tbe battery, 
lierefore, never dies out. The whole 
dea is simply explained thus: The pri- 
lary b.-rttery which operates a doorbell 
tsts. say. for six months. I simply cut

"The l;nv action is a remarkable one, 


but there is a. still more extraordinary 
story in connection with the Spanish- 
American war. 


"Spain was unieady. her minister of 


marine tells us. Had she known what 
we now know poi haps the government 
would not have v aited so long. Bad as 
may have been the condition of the 
Spaniaids, the Americans were in a 
still more parlous plight, arid all the 
diplomatic trickeries, the delays and 
feints of which the world was witness 
in the spring of 1SOS, were parts of a 
huge scheme to put off the inevitable 
declaration of war until America dared 
safely make it. 


"The btory is one of the most remark- 


able in the lustoiy of modern warfare 
and is told by no less an authority than 
Mr. Stewart L. Woodford, who at the 
lime v> as American minister at Madrid. 
Negotiations of a more or less delicate 
c'haiacter, ^\ith v, ar always looming 
in the distance, had been in progress 
for some months, -when on Feb. 15, 
1898, the United States 
battleship 


Maine was biov\ 11 up in the harbor of 
Havana. 


"'Through derailments other than 


the state department,' Mr. Woodford 
has told us, 'I leccned telegraphic in- 
formation on Fell. IS. There were not 
on the American 'ships or in the oid- 
uance depots in the United States two 
rounds of powd< i per gun at that time, 
and I was told .10 exhause the arts of 
peace until Ain-ji lo, the earliest date 
at which we could be anywhere near 
reauy for war. 


" 'I aid the best I could, but let me 


tell you that had it not been for the 
unfaltering, 
unchanging and 
loyal 


friendship of England and the attitude 
of her minister at Madrid I might have 
failed to do the little I did do. because 
the representatives at Madrid of con- 
tinental Euiupe were ready at any 
time to interfere with the plans of the 
United States if the British minister 
would only join them.' 


"So while Mr. Woodford was finess- 


ing and keeping the way open in Ma- 
drid the work of preparing for war 
went on iu America, and to show how 
accurately vise time was gauged the 
run -of a Sealed express* across the 
American continent may be instanced. 
Xo man outside Washington knew its 
contents, ard only two there. The train 
had right of w.iy over all othfft;s. When 
it reached San Francisco its cargo was 
transferred to a waiting steamer, 
which raced to Honolulu. There the 
'•ruispr Ba'tisnore was waiting — every- 
body wonuen-d why at the time. The 
cargo of ti-e steamer was transferred 
to the K.iltmiure, which carried it to 
Ilonirkonir.
